THE YACHT RACE. 
THE FROLIC BRATS THE INA. 

The Canadian yacht had come from Toronto 
to test the sailing qualities of the Frolic, and 
found her match. There were accidents, one to 
each yacht, which made matters even. There 
were errors from strictly artistic sailing points 
of view, one on the part of each, so neither 
gained any advantage therefrom. The race was 
lost and won on its merits. 

The match was for $1,000 a side, between two 
of the best yachts, sailed by twoof the best 
crews that ever fought the wind on Lake Mich- 
igan. The vessels had raced before and the Ina 
had won. This fact put the crew of the Frolic 
on their mettle. Toa man who had never seen 
them race, or knew nothing of their records, it 
would be difficult to make a choice between 
them. The Frolic is long and low, carrying an 
immense amount of cut-up canvas. The Ina is 
stiff and trim, setting an enormous mainsail, 


the Ina sails closer than the Frolic, and the lat- 
ter works up easier than the former. Taken all 
in all, it is an even match, much dependent up- 
on skill. 

Ten o’clock was the time fixed for 

THE START. 

The Frolic came down to the starting point 
(Twelfth street) first, closely followed by the 
Ina. Along the front there was over 1,000 peo- 
ple watching for the start. The Yacht Club 
was out in forve with its boats, anda squadron 
was in readiness to follow the race. At 8: the 
tug Tom Brown went out and fixed the stake- 
boat, seven miles and a half north of Twelfth 
street, at 6 point just above the Marine Hos- 
pital, about two miles and a half off shore. At 
10:15 the competing yachts came side by side, 
and at the signal stretched away on the port 
tack, the Ina having a trifle advantage, running 
to windward, and starting at 10:26, with the 
Frolic to leeward and starting at 10:27. As they 
got away on a long leg to eastward, the ficet of 
yachts and steamers followed. The Michigan 
(United States Navy), the Ben Drake 
(excursion tug), the Sheboygan (Goodrich 
Line), the Bret Harte (pleasure tug), 
the Tom Brown (judges’ boat), the 
Tarrant (tag) and half a dozen others were in 
close pursuit. The Michigan was crowded with 
invited guests, who joined in complimenting 
the courteous officers for their attention during 
the trip. The Ben Drake sported a band, and 
afforded the best opportunity for a careful 
scrutiny of the race. The George Dunbar, the 
Sheboygan, and the Bret Harte, and the others 
kept close behind the competitors, following 
them throughout.

THE SCENE WAS EXCITING. 

The wind was from northward and westward, 
nearly northwest by north. At this point the 
sailing qualities of the boats were open to 
criticiam.

In setting the square sail 
on the Frolic the boom broke, and the sail blew 
overboard, to be picked up by the Tom Brown. 
But she got up her raffy and set her water-sail, 
and settled down for therun. The loss of the 
square sail was a material one, but the Frolic 
managed to maintain her place an eighth of a 
mile astern and a little east of the Ina. 

It was a dead run before the wind,—the most 
uninteresting part of a yacht-race,—yet so close 
had it been, and such thorough skill had been 
shown, that the spectators were thoroughly ex- 
cited. A man would scarcely have bet the ashes 
of his cigarette on the race, for after the second 
turn there were 15 undecided miles to sail. The 
steamers followed in a lump, sometimes crowd- 
ing almost too close on the stern of the boats, 
and taking part of their wind. 

The starting-stake boat was reached and 
rounded by the Ina at 1:48, and by the Frolic at 
1:49:15, and then 

THE EXCITEMENT WAS EVEN DOUBLED. 
A short tack to eastward after rounding, and 
another to westward, and the Ina laid her course 
for the upper stake-boat again. The Frolic 
showed her first error. Hauling on her star- 
board tack, she stood into the pocket, taking in 
her extra canvas, and running under her three 
jibes, main, and topsall. The Ina got her canvas 
down more readily, and stood away under her 
main topsail and jib. In running in- 
side the breakwater, the Frolic was compelle d 
to take “her chances of obstructions in the 
mouth of the river, and, though there happily 
happened to be none, she was forced to go off 
on the port tack, and then standin to get her 
course. This brought her astern the Ina again, 
and had the Canadian boat accepted the advan- 
tage offered, 
SHE WOULD HAVE WON THE RACE. 

The Frolic came about and stood straight for 
the stake-boat. The Ina made her first mistake. 
Keeping away, she stood in shore, running a 
long way to leeward of her proper course. This 
put the Frolic to windward, and though astern 
of her competitor, she was in the best position. 
Whether the Captain of the Ina mistook the 
position of the stake-boat in his inexperience on 
the lake, or whether he trusted too much to the 
stiff qualities of his boat, will probably never be 
known. But had he held his course as he start- 
ed. he would have pocketed the $1,000. 

The two boats came up to the flag neck and 
neck, but the Frolic was to windward and round- 
ed first, at 3:06.45. The Ina bore down, but 
was compelled to make a short tack, rounding 
at 3:09.52. 

THEN CAME THE HOME-STRETCH. 

It had been the most exciting yacht-race ever 
known on the lake.

It 
is impossible for any one to visit England for two 
orthree months and acquire sufficient 2 
to come hack here, and teach it. It would raguire 
two or three years steady practice to make perfect.

share of attention. But of late the long, grace- 
ful barges and dancing shell-boats of the two 
clubs in which the city should take some pride 
have come oftener before the people, and by a 
long, steady stroke are running close beside 
the yachts in their race for popular favor. 
FROM A HYGIENIC STANDPOINT 

rowing is entitled to more encouragement than 
any other effort at exercise. There is jet 
enough danger in it to make it interesting, and 
as a means of developing the muscles it has no 
superior. Itisanart easily acquired, and one 
that trains the temper as well as the body, and, 
while there is enough of spice to warn off any 
approach of monotony, it does not begin to in- 
volve thé danger that surrounds a yacht on so 
treacherous a surface as Lake Michigan. As 
far as rapidity of propulsion is involved, the 
vacht, as a swifter and a labor-saving machine, 
is unquestionably superior; but for steady go- 
ingin all kinds of weather, pleasant exercise, 
and certainty of “ getting somewhere, the man 
with the oars possesses a decided advantage. 

The proportion to which small boat building 
has been brought, and the heathful 

EXCITEMENT ENGENDERED ET PULLONG,”’ 
have given this element of aquatics great pres- 
tige in the East, where a rowing regatta will 
attract when a yacht race presents no seduc- 
tions. And this, too, where they have packte, 
and not swell-bellied sail-boats with just 
enough canvas to carry their bearings to the 
water. The annual college contests are of more 
absorbing interest than any other sporting ef- 
fort, and of late years people seem to have 
conveived a higher respect for the man 
who wins rather by his strength and endurance 
than by the skill some builder has shown in the 
construction of his craft. Asatest of the su- 
periority of one style of marine architecture 
over another, perhaps the yacht may again 
claim precedence, but in the exnibition of grit 
and endurance, the oarsman simply discounts 
the yachtsman. 

Yet this is something that the lovers of active 
sports in Chicago never have appeared to — 
ciate, and, notwithstanding the existence of two 
excellent boat clubs, not an effort has been 
made to encourage them. In fact there seems 
to have been a lamentable iguorante of what 
they represented. Not long ago,

attired in white flannel suits, and pulling a 
steady, measured stroke. Everything bespoke 
discipline and skill, and the conclusion arrived 
at by the idlers on the bridge was that it was a 
vawl froma revenue cutter hunting up whisky 
tuicves. 

The establishment of a good boat club de- 
mands a peculiar material, and the stuff of 
which the two Chicago clubs are composed is 
taken from the best men in Chicago society, 
Not fops, for, while your genuine, thoroughbred 
fop is often the most reliable man in cases of 
emergency and danger, he shrinks from any un- 
necessary effort or exercise. The crews of the 
Farragut and the Chicago are men who are en- 
thusiastic in their affection for the sport and 
for the pleasure it yields to those who pure 
it, and for their labors in building up their 
clubs to the excellence they have attained, and 
the impetus they given to the art of rowing in 
the pocket,” they are entitled to more credit 
than they have yet received at the hands of the 
public. 

l THE CHICAGO BOAT CLUB 
was organized some two or three years ago, and 
upon its organization the question came up as 
to the standard it should setup. The mana- 
gers carefully studied the various styles of row- 
ng, and ss — . limi Dy under- 
takings to barge rowing and ease an — of 
method, rather than the attainment of an ex- 
traordinary degree of speed. The object was to 
learn to. row and row well, and to present such 
attractions to all who might wish to join, that 
they would not be discouraged by a fear that 
they would be unequal to the task of keeping 
up in a spirited race. The club concluded to 
keep but few boats, and those of the best 
order that could be secured, Shey wanted 
boats that would “go,” and go swift 7 but at 
the same time roomy doats that wou d enable 
them to carry pleasure on their tri 
and secure to their friends some of the benefits 
of their skill and stren The next step was 
to insure perfect discipline, and tothis end none 
were admitted to membership who were un- 
willing to subscribe to perfect and absolute 
obedience to orders and the duties bed.

THE CLUB WENT INTO ACTIVE TRAINING.

And Especially the New-Fangled 
Wire Ones. 


A Talk with Co Counsel 
Anthony on Street- Obstructions. 


Necessity for Revising the Ordinances 
on the Subject. 


a — 


In the opinion of a large number of citizens, 
the operations of the enterprising manufactur- 
ers of signs should be limited and brought un- 
der proper control, botli for the sake of preserv- 
ing the beauty of the streets, and of preventing 
the danger of any of these multitudinous signs 
taking a sudden tumble some day and landing 
upon the person of some unoffending individual 
who happens to be pursuing the even tenor of 
his way. In these days, when advertising has 
almost been reduced to one of the exact 
sciences, the sign man has had an unlimited 


field in wh v to display his originality in in- 
vention, and among the most won erful prod- 
ucts of his teeming brain is the wire sign. 
It is one of the most conspicuous, and in that 
sense successful, signs ever known. Large num- 
bers have been made and suspended across the 
streets, and the inventor and manufacturer 
have made money, in spite of the fact that 
many people consider the signs unsafe and 
raised their voices in opposition thereto. The 
following is a specimen of the letters which are 
received at this office on the subject: 
To the Editor ef The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Aug. %4.—W hose business is it to en- 
force the ordinance which prohibits the erection of 
any sign that projects more than a certain number 
of feet into the street? The object of such an or- 
dinance is to prevent the multipiication of adver- 
tising contrivances to such an extent as would ob- 
struct the sight and impair the beauty of the 
street. A rigid construction of that otdina.ce would 
also forbid the suspension across our streets of 
those open-work signs which are multiplying 
so rapeily in the South Division as to obstruct the 
view of bujidings and street, and bid fair to ne- 
come a public nuisance. Should the existing ordi- 
nance not cover the case, let the Council pass a 
new one and prohibit the further erection of such 
signs. It is policy to do it now while tiie custom 
is in its infancy and little money comparatively bas 
been invested by business-men in these advertising 
contrivances, 

The same ordinance might also prohibit the 
fastening of sign-boards to tre.s ond telegraph- 
poles and the sing and repassing on business 
streets of huge ahvertis ng bell- wagons (calculated 
to frighten teams), and al-o processions of men 
and boys carrying elevated sign-boards. But, 
aside from the obstruction of view, there is an ele- 
ment of danger connected with the suspended 
wire-sign.nuisance. The rusting of the wires in- 
cessantly swayed by the wind may cause the signs 
to fall at any time apon the heads of pedestrians, 
frightening horses (with feet entangled in their 
meshes), and doing serious mischief. The annoy- 
ance which these wire signs would cause to the 
Fire Department alone in time of conflagration is 4 
sufficient warrant and justification for their imme- 
diate removal. M. C. 

THE EXISTING ORDINANCES 

on this subject were undoubtedly meant by the 
wise and good men who introduced them and 
voted for them and made them laws to cover 
every kind of sign under the sun, past, present, 
and to come. In this they were, like a great 
many wise men, wholly mistaken. The inge- 
nuity of the wire-sign fiend has triumphed over 
the foresight of the law-makers, and to-day the 
wire sign swings across the streets, and no man 
is able to put his finger on an ordinance whi 

in so many words, prohibits its right to be an 
to swing just as much as it may choose. The 
ordinances on this subject mean just about this 
much: 

1. That no posts, except lamp-posts, awning- 
posts, and hitching-posts, be erected on 
any sidewalk. 

3. That no signs shall be placed in front of 
stores or shops, on or above sidewalk, or in 
or upon an alley, so as to occupy more than 3 
feet next to the building; that they shall not 
extend more than 3 feet above the top of. the 
sidewalk; and that, where they are hung out, 
the lowest part shall be at least 74¢ feet above 
the top of the sidewalk, and shall not swing 
more than 3 feet from the building.

ried through. Another pertinent inquiry 
is, whether arrangements are making 
to push the indicted County Com- 
missioners to trial. Four of these 
fellows—McCarrrey, Can nOLL, JonNnson, and 
Horb —are under indictment for conspira- 
cy against the county in connection with 
Prxioiat, and yet these same indicted men 
are regularly at their post to vote through 
the Watxer-MoNet. stone steal, engineered 
by this same Peatorat. Though the indict- 
ed Commissioners have secured a change of 
venue by swearing to a prejudice which does 
not exist against them among the Cook 
County Judges, the circumstances of the 
case demand that the State’s Attorney 
for Cook County should give the cases 
his prompt personal attention, and press 
them to trial as quickly as possible. 
The tax-payers of this county are mainly 
interested in punishing them and depriving 
them of all further opportunity for plunder- 
ing the public, and their trials should not be 
postponed one moment longer than can be 


helped. 


PUBLIC RETRENCHMENT. 

There is nothing more difficult than to re- 
trench in personal expenditures.’ The man 
who lives upon a stated salary or wages 
will, unless he have more than ordinary for- 
titude, allow his expenditures to absorb all 
his income; he and his family live up” to 
their receipts. Hence, when a reduction of 
expenditures becomes necessary because of a 
reduction of wages or income, it is felt se- 
verely. Habits of living are difficult to 
change, and the man whose salary has been 
cut down 20 to 80 per cent feels the dep- 
rivation far more severely than he would 
had his salary always been at the reduced 
rate. The reduction of salaries and of the 
number of persons employed is of rare oc- 
currence in public affairs. Banks, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and all others en- 
gaged in business, have to regulate their 
wages-list from time to time, according 
to the amount or the profit of the 
business. However reluctantly it is done, 
nevertheless no prudent business-man will 
hesitate to reduce the wages or the number 
of his employes when their services no long- 
er justify the expenditure. But this is not, 
and never has been, the practice in the public 
service. There is no just reason why any of- 
ficer should be retained in the public service 
at the cost of the public when there are no 
duties for him to perform ; but the abolition 
of an office to which a compensation is at- 
tached is asking too much of the moral and 
intellectual courage of the average American 
politician. This is due to the general cor- 
ruption of the civil-service,—national, State, 
city, county, town, village, and all other pub- 
lic employments. Politics have become a 
trade, and the trade consists of traffic in the 
profits of holding public office. Joxn wants 
a certain office; he promises Tom, Diox, and 
Bruit that if they will help him and pack 
a caucus, and have him nominated and 
elected, he will have them appointed to offices 
with nominal duties and liberal pay. Elect- 
ed, he fills all the places at his command with 
men who will work for him; if there be not 
enough places, he will have some additional 
ones created; and the whole public service 
has been in this way converted into an 
asylum for the support of the personal ad- 
herents of other public officers. In fact, 
the public service is, except in name, in 
no sense a ‘‘ public” service. The public 
pay the bills, but the “service” rendered as 
an equivalent is largely imaginary. The rule 
in all Governments is to add to the number 
of employed, and never reduce; and in this 
way the pay-rolls always increase, and never 
diminish. Of course, the same political 
power that can create an office to give a place 
to one person can be as successfully exer- 
cised to have the salary of another person 
increased. The City Government of Chicago 
is an illustration of this practice. Many 
years ago the local politicians used 
to make pilgrimages to Spriagfleld during 
the sessions of the Legislature. After the 
adjournment of that body, it would appear 
that they had used the forms of legislation 
to “amend the City Charter” by creating a 
number of new offices, and by providing 
that the Common Council, in fixing the 
salaries of certain places, should fix 
them at less than a certain number of thou- 
sands a yeareach. Under this kind of gov- 
ernment, conducted on the principle that 
Governments are created to make places with 
salaries attached for men,—generally the 
most incompetent and unfit for even the 
nominal duties,—it is no wonder that the 
pay-rolis of the city grew to a most ex- 
travagant length, Three years ago it be- 
came obvious to every man of intelligence 
that the city would have to abandon its 
special system of tax collection and resort 
to the machinery of ‘he State law. But 
there were then in office a Tax Commis- 
sioner, an Assessor, and a Tax Collector,

$100,000 a year. To resort to the State law 
for the collection of taxes would have 
rendered these offices unnecessary ; 
than put these persons 
out and save the $100,000 a year, 
the Council refused to change the mode of 
collecting taxes, and, as a result, the city 
lost $1,300,000 of its revenue for 1878 and 
1874. Notwithstanding the city in 1875 did 
resort to the State law, the Common Council 
even then refused to abolish the office of Tax 
Commissioner and Assessor, and during 
1876 actually made appropriations for these 
officers. To keep these men in office, after 
they had ceased to have any duties, has cost 
the City of Chicago over a million and a 
half of dollars. That is the penalty the 
public pays for a civil-service founded on 
the principle of creating offices for men. 
Last winter, shortly after Congress met, it 
was discovered that the printing, stamping, 
counting, and assorting of fractional cur- 
rency cost more to produce it than the pur- 
chase of silver and coining it in fractional 
parts of the dollar. The change in the law 
recalling the fractional currency and provid- 
ing for the issue of small silver rendered 
useless the services of nearly 1,000 persons 
employed in the Printing and other Treasury 
Bureaus at Washington. Various were the 
efforts made to save these persons, and 
their discharge was i 
despotic and cruel. The ground was 
boldly taken that it was the duty of 
Government to take care of these 
persons by providing them with places at 
the public expense. At this time there is 
another body of 800 or 900 persons em- 
ployed at Washington who have been legis- 
lated out of office.

The anti-Ring Commissioners insisted upon 
this ; the Aldermen appointed to consult on 
behalf of the city insisted upon it ; the public 
insisted upon it; yet the Ring would concede 
nothing further, but, by securing Taxon, 
rushed through their job. Now, as Wal 
originally wanted $155,000 more for the 
same stone and work which he now under- 
takes to furnish for $540,000, there is no 
doubt that, in addition to the margin over 
sandstone of from $40,000 to $100,000, it is 
fully understood by the Ring that the extras 
shall bring the contract up to the original 
figure. Besides, it will compel the city to 
take WaLKER’s stone at his own price to build 
the other half of the building. 

The question now is, how to defeat the 
Ring, and render their thieving contract in- 
operative. It can only be done by prohibit- 
ing the issue of bonds for the pay- 
ment of the steal. The law under which 
the Ring claim the 
the bonds for building the Court-House 
was approved Feb. 23, 1872. It was special 
in its nature, inasmuch as it was suggested 
by the Chicago fire, and limited to counties 
containing over 100,000 inhabitants.

ple. The Supreme Court, in the late tax 
cases, decided very emphatically that when- 
ever there are both a general and a special 
law on a given subject in this State, the gen- 
eral law is the only one that is valid. It has 
also decided there cannot be two general 
laws on the same subject. In the present 
case this position is fortified by the fact that 
the general law relative to the issue of coun- 
ty bonds was passed subsequently to the 
special law, and repealed the latter. 

The proper way to probeed, therefore, is 
to enjoin the County Board from voting an 
issue of bonds for the building of the Court- 
House until they have submitted the ques- 
tion to the people and it has been approved 
by a popular vote. This step should 
be taken at once, and we presume 
the Citizens’ Association will charge itself 
with the responsibility. This will be a much 
easier method than to undertake the ripping 
up of the contract by showing fraud, which 
is a difficult matter in connection with a 
Ring so solidly united, and each member of 
which has evidently so much at stake. Still, 
there is little question but the prima facie 
evidence of fraud will be an additional in- 
centive to the courts to enforce the law for 
submitting the issue of bonds to a popular 
vote. There can be little doubt of the re- 
sult of such a vote. The people will not 
deliberately vote away hundreds of thousands 
of dollars into the hands of a Ring. Indeed, 
we believe that nine out of every ten tax- 
payers would vote for the indefinite post- 
ponement of building the Court-House if 
the question could be submitted to them in 
that way. By refusing, however, to authorize 
the issue of the bonds to carry out the 
present contract, the people may secure such 
a postponement as will enable them to elect 
five honest, anti-Ring members next fall, 
who, in connection with the present honest 
members who will be left in the Board, may 
break the Ring power.

swallow. It is true that there are vague legende 


of oysters looming up, far back in the dusk oi 


antiquity, into vast and luscious dimensions, 
but unfortunately these traditions have nevei 
deen verified. A historian of ALEXANDER’s ex: 
pedition relates that in India there were found 
oysters a foot long. Alas! that gross and vul- 
gar ecience should ‘interrupt so pleasing a tale 
by deaying India even the possession of a soli 


tary oyster-bed. 

In England the oyster has always been the 
favorite of royalty and commonalty. The beds 
of Rutipiceae were considered the best in the 
world before the Norman Conquest. For many 
years now the English have had te depend on 
artificial beds for their supply, and these exist 
all along the coast, at Brickel-sea, Langro, 
Mersey, Fringrego, Wivenho, Falesbury, and 
Salt-Coase. Here it is customary to plant them 
in pits about 8 feet deep in the salt marshes, 
whence the sea is let out through sluices, leav- 
ing the water about a foot and a half deep. This 
water, standing for a long time in the sun, as- 
sumes a greenish tinge, which is communicated 
to the oysters themselves, rendering them pecu- 
liarly palatable to the Parisian epicures. Their 
only enemy while in the water is a flak called 
the

Secretary Morrill Thinks the $1,000,000,000 
Four Per-Oents Oould Be Easily 
Disposed Of. 


THE NEW BONDS. 
THE DEMAND FOR THEM. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 26.—In regard to 
the use of the g per cents for banking pur- 
poses, the Solicitor of the Treasury has decided 
that circulation to the amount of 90 per centum 
of the par value of the 4}¢ per cent bonds might 
be issued by the Comptroller of the Currency 
in circulating notes, upon the required deposit 
of such bonds. The above mentioned section, 
though specifying bonds bearing interest at 
a rate not less than 5 per centum per 
annum, is superseded, it is held, by Secs. 51 to 
59, which provide that any United States regis- 
téred bonds bearing interest are available to 
commence banking business. This decision 
will, it is thought, immediately give an impetus 
to the demand of the 4 per cents, and enhance 
their value considerably. The Secretary of the 
Treasury said that at 

THE GREATEST DIFFICULTY 

he had to contend with, and which caused his 
conferences with the representatives of the 
large banking houses to be so protracted, was 
that he could not get them to harmonize among 
themselves. The foreign bankers wanted to 
monopolize the whole loan, and signified at first 
that they wanted all or none, to which 
effect they calbed here, and a 
regular series of communication was 
kept up with them, which took a great deal of 
time. But Secretary Morrili felt that he 
ought not to allow the whole of so important 
a loan to be taken up entirely by capitalists 
abroad, and he thought that those of this coun- 
try ought to be considered so far as they pos- 
sessed the ability and disposition to handle it. 
Hence he applied himself to organize the indi- 
viduals in treaty with him to an American and a 
European Syndicate. both to operate in accord- 
ance with one another. He could not in the 
discretion given him by Congress consent to 
the loan being monopolized in Europe. He feels 
great satisfaction, therefore, that he bas equal- 
ized it, and secured harmony. 
THE STRONGEST ELEMENT OF GRATIFICATION 
he finds inthe remembrance that when he 
came here in 1861 our national obliga- 
tions went begging, were below par, 
and we were payin at the rate 
of 12 per cent of interest, while now a bond, 
also low in interest compared with what has 
been paid before, is sought with avidity, and a 
struggle made to take it all up at once. The 
negotiation of the 4 per cents has not received 
any positive attention as yet, but remarks have 
been dropped as to the facility with which they 
could be disposed of, and Secretary Morrill 
thinks that there would be no difficulty should 
it be deemed advisable to place the whole $1,- 
000,000,000 of 4 per. cents authorized by the act 
of July 14, 1870. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
GRINDING RETRENCHMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 26.—Each day 
brings to light great hardship and damage done 
by the unnecessary reductions made in the ap- 
propriations for the District. Much of the re- 
trenchment was proper, but more was simply 
slashing without regard to any other question 
than how much could be added to the figures 
pressing the total retrenchment. The Commis- 
sioners of the District have been at work some 
time apportioning the resources of the District, 
and cutting down in all directions to meet the 
condition of affairs imposed by the 
House on account of Congress refusing 
to pay but a very small part of the share of 
expenses which have heretofore always been 
conceded as properly borne by the Govern.nent. 
Many of the most important interest will suf- 
fer. The schools will have to be suspended 
from two to four months because the usual 
amount cannot now be spared from taxes col- 
lected. Asindications of how hard the reduc- 
tion presses, the amount appropriated for medi- 
cines and —— for the poor cannot be paid, 
and the physicians have been discharged. Many 
of the Government grounds of the city are en- 
tirely overgrown with weeds, and the shrubbery 
in them is being ruined by neglect.

The history of negro-minstrelsy has yet to be 
written. The subject ought long ago to have 
engaged the attention of the great minds in the 
critical departments of the monthly magazines, 
and to have obtained from some one of them 
the treatment it deserves. Negro-minstrelsy 
luustrates a peculiar phase in the development 
of our national life. Its historical importance 
is as great as that of bear-baiting, which figures 
so extensively in philosophical inquiries into the 
causes of the English revolution. The coming 
historian, who will be as far in advance of the 

of the present day as they are su- 
perior to the chroniclers of the eighth century, 
may ascribe the War of the Rebellion 


to the insidious influences of the present 


form of amusement. What will 
show that public 
ridicule of negro peculiarities inflamed the pas- 
sions of the slaves, inciting them to insurrection 
and their masters to the making of unjust de- 
mands upon the General Government, whence 


“"~ arose a casus belli, a bloody rebellion, the eman- 


cipation of the slaves, and the subjugation of 
the haughty Southern spirit. The historian will 

to show, we fancy, how in the hour ot 
victory the knell of negro-minstrelsy was 
sounded. Slavery abolished, what remains for 
the once<lominant race to mock at? Already 
the on darkey is becoming antiquated, — 
an object of historical rather than of immedi- 
ate interest. Plantation-negroes are now, or 
soon will be, responsible citizens, heads 
of families, frugal tillers of the soil, 
in their lowest condition correspond- 
ing to the farm laborers of the North. 
Their humdrum existence will offer no better 
theme for the satirist than does at present the 
monotonous virtue of a country preacher. One 
result of the enfranchisement of the negroes is 
curiously exhibited in the pictures of slave-life 
occasionally shown on the minstrel-stage: the 
“happy nigger” of thestage has disappeared for- 
ever from real life. Responsibility has been a 
uence of freedom. Care has written deep 


Unes in the negro heart. Instead of finding in 


| similar, if superior, 


the white people of the South all-powerful 
providers,—inexorable dispensers at once of the 
joys and miseries of life,—the negro has now to 
t some of them as adversaries in politics 
and trade, others as open enemiesin the ‘field, 
and all as indifferent spectators of his struggle 
for existence, in the sense that every man looks 
with comparative indifference upon the ill- 
success of every other man in whom he has no 
immediate personal or property interest. The 
Southern negroes, oppre by their responsi- 
bilities, have to a great extent lost their outward 
show of mirth, and the plantation-darkey of 
the minstrel stage is no longer a faithful repre- 
sentation of any living type of character. e 
find a confession of the ge which has been 
wrought in the business of minstrelsy in the 
general departure of the managers, in one di- 
rection or another, from the traditions of the 
profession. Since the passage of the Fifteenth 
Amendment, the aversge patron of minstrel 
entertainments has not been able to take so 
much delight as formerly in the presentation of 
negro oddities. The spectator cannot occupy 
the position of superiority with reference to 
the thing ridiculed that is so necessary 
to the complete enjoyment of satire or 
burlesque. For, however staunch a Bourbon 
ooe may be, and however he may despise “ nig- 
gers,“ he canuot help remembering that — 
are fellow- citizens, ssed of the rights an 
2 of the whitest ’’ men of the country.

Lerezie, Germany, Aug. 4.—Itis no doubt 
the ambition of all those who love the study of 
Music, to reach at some time the source from 
which all sweet sounds flow and drink of deli- 
cious melody at the fountain-head. This happy 
goal is found in Leipzig, where the great musi- 
cians, from Bach to Liszt, have left their in- 
delible impress. Here is the very self-same 
organ on which the old gentleman of 200 years 
ago actually played. One looks at it with 
reverential awe, and would like to kiss the keys 
—if they were clean, and one didn’t have to 
climb to the ceiling of a queer, old, cathedral- 
like Lutheran church to doit. Here Mendel- 
sohn lived and died; and here is the conserva- 
tory founded by him, which nowadays, however, 
is only a hull with the fruit gone. Here is the 
monument to Schumann,—a model of elegance 
and simplicity. The shaft is of dark marble, 6 
or 8 feet high, with the head in bronze, in bas- 
relief, and the name, only, just below it.

OUR UNSOUND OFFICIAL SYSTEM. 
To tha Editor of The Tribune. 

CHIO, Aug. 25.—S80me of our public offi- 
cers appear to have a serious misapprehension 
of the character and duties of their positions. 
There is gltogether too much individualism. 
Men seek offices in order to promote their 
personal advantage, and without the slightest 
regard forthe public welfare. This is an evil 
that should be corrected. The consequence is, 
many of our public officers are merely public 
plunderers. Their only thought and their only 
interest is, to get as much out of their offices 
ascan possibly be accomplished, This is the 
necessary evil of a system which is radically 
unsound. Human nature is the same every- 
where. Weshould encourage its noble quali- 
ties and secure the community against its lower 
passions. 

It we do not do this, the individual is sure to 
prosper at the expense of the public. Mere ad- 
venturers and money-seekers force or insinuate 
themselves into our representative positions. 


The mass of the people are, consequently, the 
sufferers. With few exceptions professional 
scalawage occupy the public offices. The great 
men of the country are not attracted 
into the arena of _ politics. 2 
can earn much more money 

gain much more honor gutside of this rough 
and unremunerative field. They very naturally 
confine themselves to their private 13 
Our politics are, therefore, managed a set 
of men aad are no better than professional 


gambler 

The truth of this statement no one will dis- 
pute who has given the slightest honest thought 
to the subject. Itis no longer a credit to a 
man to be. elected to any political position. 
The presumption is that he has some private 
aK to grind,’ or some selfish interest to pro- 
mote for himself or his constituents. 

All this iswrong. The defalcationsin office 
are so numerous, almost so universal, that it is 
time the eyes of the public should be opened 
and some strong remedy applied. That the 
money of the public should be so prodigally 

uandered by a set of scoundrels is a matter 
* concern to every industrious 
and Teles man in the community. 
The evil is one of growing seriousness. Some- 

thi should be done to destroy the trade of 
polities, or eventually the foundation of our 
— cherished institutions will be sapped. 

The danger is ve 1 far greater than is 
generally realized. immunity which is ex- 
tended to 2 12 the sudden wealth 
which is often 
to enter the — arena, to break 4 
business and leave their families, who ot 
would have remained in honest obscurit ty to the 
end of their lives. They are corrupted bya 
system which is too strong in its influence for 
the average integrity of man. 

The compensation is so small that it is quite 
— 42 for men to expend in electioneering a 

er sum than they can ever expect to receive 

egitimately from their offices. Everybody 
—— that such is the fact. Any system 
which thus tempts men to be dishonest— which 
almost forces them to be so—is, te 638 
the least of it, fundamentally unsoun 
There should be in this regard a complete revo- 
lution, or our public affairs will ton from 
bad to worse. Either there should be no salary 
attached to our public offices, or that given 
should be such as will command the services of 
our ablest and most conscientious men. There 
should be no tem 12 to do wrong. It should 
de made for the interest of every public officer 
to be strictly honest. It should be made cl 
to him that 1 the best policy.“ “if 
this were the case, how much lighter would 
our burdens be, and with how much more cheer- 
fulness would they be borne. 

Every man who owns property now feels that 
he is paying more than te ought to pay, and he 
is moreover troubled with the reflection that at 
least half of the money goes into the pockets of 
a set of vampires who live and fatten upon the 
pul@ic purse; who are as much banditti as the 
robbers who infest the mountains of Spain. 
This thing should be — pie Ay 
man should be permitted to fill a public office 
unless he has some stake in the community,— 
some visible means of support. The commu- 
nity should be insured in some way against rob- 
bery and depredation. 

Solid, substantial citizens, as a general rule, 
cannot afford to abandon their business, and, for 
the the sake of a paltry salary, incur all the 
odium and annoyance and self-sacrifice of a 
faithful public life. When they are tempted to 
do so, the result is often disastrous. They feel 
that they are giving up much, and that they are 
gaining but little (the int of honor having 

orced so low), ang therefore they are in- 
sidiously encouraged to do as others do,—as 
Belkyap did,—to wink at means to adjust the 
balance, which their conscience, in its calm mo- 
ments, could not failto condemn. We should 
not place such temptations before the weakness 
of men,—human ions are dangerous snares. 

The corruption n Official life which has been 
60 alarmingly common is simply y the natural 
fruit of a wrong system. Merely removing the 
— — incumbents and — men we think 

tter in their places will be but a deceptive and 
temporary reliet. The new men will soon be no 
better, as a rule, than their predecessors. A 
new broom will sweep more cleanty than an old 
one, but only for a short time. One party has 
no more integrity than the other, and either of 
them, as — * now are, is certain, sooner or 
later, to fall into the hands of schemiyg and 
self-seeking men. 

The more selfish and corrupt men are, the 
more do they pretend to be the friends and rep- 
resentatives of poor men,—the more do they 
try to deceive and hoodwink the laboring classes, 
upon whose ~shoulders they expect to ride into 
power. 

There is no class of human bei rfect- 
ly worthless, so r 80 artifical, and 
essentially unreli nd dishonest as that of 
the professional politician. It matters not to 
which party sucha man may belong, he is a 
8 to auy party, and will change bis prin- 
cipies (such as he has) as easily as he will change 
his coat, whenever it is for his convenience or 
his interests todo so. Such men fasten like 
barnacles upon a party, and in the end they are 
certain to lead it to destruction. 

When our offices cease to be places of honor 
they fal! of necessity under the control of needy 
and unscrupulous adventurers. Men of ability 
and character do not wish them, and cannot af- 
ford to accept them. The offices therefore fall 
into contempt on account of the class of men 
by which they are generally occupied. It is true 
there are noble exceptions, but those who have 
given any attention to the subject are aware 
that such exceptions are rare, and by no means sulf- 
ficient to impair the fntegrity of the general rule. 
Our offices should be places of honor. They 
should be so guarded as to afford no temptation 
to the cupidity of base men. A public officer 
who accepts a bribe or betrays his trust should 
bring upon himself sure and swift punishment. 
Men of probity and character will then be in- 
duced to. come forward and offer their services 
to the community. We shall never have any 
sound and healthy political life until the race of 
mere office-seelers and office-holders is —— 
and totally exterminated. The only w 
bring about such a result is to render our o — 
undesirable and dangerous for the class of pro- 
ſessional adventurers, and to make them places 
of high concern for all who are inspired by a 
laudable ambition to serve their country.

_,EPISCOPAL VESTMENTS 
AS VIEWED BY A) RAYMAN. 
To the Editor of Tht Tribune. 

CMO, Aug. 25.—It seems a pity that the 
plain services of the Episcopal Church cannot 
be continued without the introduction of new 
practices on the part of some of the clergy. In 
one of the churches in the western part of our 
city, of which the writer is a member, consider- 
able comment has been caused lately by the 
young Rector appearing at the communion ser- 
vice in a style of vestment different from the 
prevailing custom, and also by sundry other 
practices in conducting the services, which, to 
the eyes of his parishioners, appear strange. 
Experience shows that these things, however 
smallin themselves, and however proper they 
may seem to some in a theoretical view, are bad 
in their effect upon any congregation when they 
are first introduced. They distract the atten- 
tion of the worshiper, awaken the inquiry in the 
mind, Why is this change made!“ and in these 
days when Ritualistic tendencies are cropping 
out in the Church to an alarming extent, it is 
natural that any novelty in the service should 
excite the suspicions of being a first 
step in that direction. The result is 
that one and another quietly withdraw 
their attention and support, and either join 
some other body of Christians or absent them- 
selves from all public religious observances. 

In the light of these facts it would seem that 
the simplest regard for gg Mt dictate, 
and the spirit which caused ul to say, “If 
meat maketh my brother to offend, I will eat no 
meat as long as the world standeth,“ would in- 
fluence the clergy to drop the objectionable fea- 
tures, and confine themselves to the plain ser- 
vices as known by us all from childhood. But 
no! The objectionable features are explained 
and defended on the grounds of their historical 
authority. Isit not true that the Episcopal 
Church is always looking back? Like some one 
lost in a reverie she seems to sit with pensive 
face turned to the past while the opportunities 
of the present slip by, unimproved. Is it not 
true that, while our brethren of other religious 
bodies are awake to the living issues of the day, 
and rushing forth to reap the golden harvests, 
you will usually find the clergy of the Episco- 
pal Church holding back discussing some ques- 
tion of I and rummaging with unusual 
delight among the dry bones o tory! 

In the case before us, our young Rector, 
when it was brought to his attention that his 
course was causing two or three families to stay 
away from the communion, and others from 
the services altogether, called his Vestry to- 
gether one evening last week and pr ed to 
read them along lesson in history. It is said 
that he ap well-posted in matters of 
ritual, and showed conclusively that the various 
practices to which opjections had been made are 
not innovations, but are being revived, aftef a 
long period of disuse, and that the authority of 
the ‘‘alb and chasuble dates back fromm a point 
of time 800 years ago. What the effect of this 
upon the Vestry was I cannot say, but I hardly 
think that the arguments will be accepted as 
— or, if accented by them as true in a tech- 
nical sense, will remove the objections from the 
uninformed minds of the people. It will be 
considered that the same arguments apply 
equally to the more advanced stages of Ritual- 
ism, and, remembering this prejudice, will be- 
come more inflamed. 

But we are asked, How can the laymen object 
to any practice within the canons which the 
priest considers advisable to adopt? We are 
told that he regulates the spiritual government 
of the Church, and that the laymen have a voice 
only in the temporalities.“ The priest is to 
judge what is for the spiritual edification of his 
charge, and, consequently, we of the laity have 
no right to question or gainsay his course. 
This may also be law and several hundred years 
old, but it is Po that in practical results it will 
not work well to-day. Those who have had ex- 
perience in the management of church affairs 
realize, I presume, how closely knit together 
are the spiritual and temporal interests of the 
Church, and it is vain for the clergy to eee 
to trample on the sensitive feclings of the laity 
by any assumption of priestly authority. 

But we are told again that we should have 
charity, and not attribute wrong to any practice 
which we do not understand. are told that 
when our young priest bows low before the 
altar and assumes strange groveling attitudes 
at various points in the service. it is use h 
is overcome with a sense of his sins, as the lay- 
men ought to be, and instead of noticing 
these trifling ties we ought to be ab- 
sorbed in our own devotions, and in all these 
things have charity. I doubt not when we have 
become advanced, and the candle is introduced 
upon our altar, it will be said again: “ Breth- 
ren of the unwashed laity hold fast to charity. 
Charity suffereth long and is very kind; think- 
eth no evil. You are ignorant on this subject 
This candle, which you so much dread, is bi 
with mercy. It figures a devotional idea, and, 
so far from being condemned by canon law, 
derives its authority from a point of time 
1,000 years ago.“ 

The trouble, I think, is with some of our young 
clergy, that they have a theory to work out 
which it will take time to disprove, and which 
will hinder the progress of the Church. The 
theory seems to be that the greatest amount of 
ritual is intrinsically productive of the greatest 
amount of spirituality in the worshiper, and that 
the only reason why this is not recognizea by the 
popular mind is, that it is not informed on the 
subject, and not educated up. to the requisite 
conditions of appreciation. Consequently, they 
conceive it to be their duty to introduce 
b degrees the new ceremonies, and 
thus sow the seed and cultivate the ground 
that the final harvest of Ritualism may bereaped. 
Their intentions are no doubt good, but I think 
they are working on false premises, and will find 
that the popular mind is not so easily swayed. 
They will find that mer are encountering a cur- 
rent of firm religious thought which, breaking 
forth in the Great Reformation, has continued 
with increasing power to the present day, which 
is ary hostile to the slightest appearance 
of idolatry, and demands simplicity and direct- 
ness iu worship. |

THE HEBREW RELIGION. 

DR. ADLER’S ACCOUNT OF ITS EVOLUTION. 

Prof. Felix Adler, the accomplishea Hebraist, 
has written a paper on The Evolution of He- 
brew Religion,’’ in which are summed up in brief 
and popular form the results of the application 
of historical criticism to the Old Testament 
Scriptures. Following are a few extracts, which 
will be of interest to all students of the Bible 
who have not chanced to meet with the same 
thoughts as developed in recent critical works: 


Scripture opens with two divergent accounts of 
the creation. Genesis i., the work of creation pro- 
ceeds in two grand movements, inclading the for- 
mation of inanimate and animate nature respect- 
ively. On the first day a diffused light is spread 
out over chaos. Then are made the firmament, 
the dry earth, the green herbs, and fruit-bearing 
trees; on the fou day the great luminaries are 
called into being; on the fifth, the fishes and birds 
of the air; on the sixth, the beasts of the field; 
and lastly, crowning all, man, bis Maker's inaster- 
piece. The human species enters at once upon its 
existence asa pair. Male and female did He 
create them. In the second ehapter the same 
methodical arrangement, the same deliberate prog- 
ress from the lower to the higher forms of being, 
is not observed. Man, his interests and responsi- 
bilities, stand in the foreground of the picture. 
The trees of the field are not made until after 
Adam; and subsequently te them, the cattle and 
beasts. Moreover, man is 4 solitary a A 
comparison between his lonely, condition and the 
dual existence of the remainderof the animal 
world leads the Deity to determine upon the crea- 
tion of woman. A profound slumber then falls 
upon Adam, a rib is taken from his side, and 
from it Eve is fashioned. We may notice that the 
name Jehovah, as appertaining to the Deity, is 
employed in the second chapter, while it is seru- 
pulously avoided in the first. . . The con- 
fliicting statements ef the two accounts which 
we have just indicated have induced scholars to 
regard them as the work of different writers. In 
Genesis iv. we learn that in the days of Enoch, 
Adam's grandson, men began to call on the name 
of Jehovah; in Exodus vi., on the contrary, that 
the name Jehovah was first revealed to Moses, 
being unknown even to the patriarchs. 

Genesis xvi. , driven from her home by 
the jealonsy of her mistress; escapes into the 
desert; beholds a vision of God at a well in a wil- 
derness. Genesis xxi., the flight of Hagar is re- 
lated a second time. The general scheme of the 
narrative is the same as above, but there are im- 
1 divergences of detail. As narrated in 

hap. xvi., the escape took place immediately be- 
fore the birth of Ishmael. fteen years elapsed 
[following the order ef the Hebrew text), and Ish- 
mael, now approaching the years of maturity, is 
once more driven from the house of Abraham. 
But, to our surprise, in Chap. xxi., the lad 
is described as a mere infant; he is carried 
en his mother’s shoulders, and laid away, 
like a helpless under some bushes 
by the wayside. It appears that we have before us 
two accounts tonching the same event, agreeing in 
the main incidents of the escape, but — S 
disagreement of fifteen years as to the date of its 
occurrence. The narratives are distinguished as 
above „ the employment of different names of the 
— an ehovah in the one instance, Elohim in the 
other. 

Genesis xxxii., Jacob at the fords of Jobbok, af- 
ter wrestling during the night with a divine being, 
receives the name of Israel. Genesis xxxv., with- 
out reference to the previous account, the name 
Israel is conferred upon Jacob at a different place 
and under different circumstances rom 
what we have said it follows that the prophetic 
ideal of religion is the root and core of all that is 
valuable in the Hebrew Bible. The laws, rites, 
and observances in which it found a temporary and 
changeful expression may lose their vitality; 
it will always continue to exert its high in- 
fluence. It was not the work of one man nor 
of a single age, but was reached in the — 
course of generations on generations, evolve 
amid error and vice, slowly, and against all the 
odds of time, It has been said that the Bible is 
opposed to the theory of evolution. The Bible it- 
self is a prominent example of evolution in his- 
tory. It is not homogeneous in all its parts. There 
are portions filled with tales of human error and 
fallibility. These are the incipient stages of an 
early age, —the dark and dread beginnings. There 
are others thrilling with noblest emotion, freighted 
with eternal traths, breathing celestial music. These 
are the triumph and the fruition of a later day. 
It is thus by discriminating between what is essen- 
tially excellent and what is comparatively value- 
leas that we shall best reconcile the discordant 
claims of reason and of faith. The Bible was 
never designed to convey scientific information, 
nor was it intended to serve as a text-book of his- 
tory. In its ethical teachings lies its true signifi- 
cance. On them it may — 22 its claims to the 
immortal reverence of mankind.
